It will be necessary to fill some oflfices for the present 
with Americans, wliich, after a time, may well be filled 
by natives of the islands. As soon as practicable a sys- 
tem for ascertaining the merit and fitness of candidates

^^^^' qualification for all offices and positions of trust and 

authority in the islands must l)e absolute and uncondi- 
tional loyalty to the United States, and absolute and 
unhampered authority and power to remove and punish 
any officer deviating from that standard must at all times 
be retained in the hands of the central authority of the 
islands.

maintained. understand, that there are certain great })rinciples of gov- 
ernment which have been made the basis of our govern- 
mental system which we deem essential to the rule of 
law and the maintenance of individual freedom, and of 
which they have, unfortunately, been denied the expe- 
rience possessed by us; that there are also certain prac- 
tical rules of government which we have found to be 
essential to the preservation of these great principles of 
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liberty and law, and that these prmciples and these rules 
of government must be established and maintained in 
their islands for the sake of their liberty and happiness, 
however much they may conflict w^ith the customs or laws 
of procedure with which they are familiar. 

It is evident that the most enlightened thought of the 
Philippine Islands fully appreciates the importance of 
these principles and rules, and they will inevitably within 
a short time command universal assent. Upon every 
division and branch of the government of the Philippines, 
therefore, must be imposed these inviolable rules: 

That no person shall be deprived of life, hberty, or,^{^.^^^^^^^^ 
property without due process of law; that private prop- 
erty shall not be taken for public use without just com- 
pensation; that in all crimhial prosecutions the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial, to be 
informed of the nature and cause of the accusation, to be 
confronted with the witnesses against him, to have com- 
pulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor, and 
to have the assistance of counsel for his defense; that 
excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines 
imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishment inflicted ; that 
no person shall be put twice hi jeopardy for the same 
offense, or be compelled in any criminal case to be a wit- 
ness against himself; ihat the right to be secure against 
unreasonable searches and seizures shall not be violated; 
that neither slavery nor involuntary servitude shall exist k 

except as a punishment for crime; that no bill of at- 
tainder, or ex-post-facto law shall be passed; tliat no law 
shall be passed abridging the freedom of s]:)eech or of the 
press, or the rights of the people to peaceably assemble and 
petition the Government for a redress of grievances; that 
no law shall l)e made respecting an establishment of reli- 
gion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof, and tliat che 
free exercise and enjoyment of religious ])rofession and 
worship without discrimination or preference shall forever 
be allowed. 

It will be the duty of the commission to make a tlior- Cities to land, 
ough investigation into the titles to the large tracts of land 
held or claimed by individuals or l)y religious orders;

the performance of this duty the commission is enjoined 
to see that no injustice is done; to have regard for sub- 
stantial rights and equity, disregarding technicalities so 
far as substantial right permits, and to observe the fol- 
lowing rules : 

That the provision of the treaty of Paris, pledging the 
United States to the protection of all rights of property in 
the islands, and as well the principle of our own Govern- 
ment which prohibits the taking of private property with- 
out due process of law, shall not be violated; that the wel- 
fare of the people of the islands, which should be a para- 
mount consideration, shall be attained consistently with 
this rule of property right; that if it becomes necessary 
for the public interest of the people of the islands to dis- 
pose of claims to property which the commission finds to 
be not lawfully acquired and held disposition shall be 
made thereof by due legal procedure, in which there shall 
be full opportunity for fair and impartial hearing and 
judgment; that if the same public interests lequire the 
extinguishment of property rights lawfully acquired and 
held due compensation shall be made out of the public 
treasury therefor; that no form of religion and no min- 
ister of religion shall be forced upon any community or 
upcn any citizen of the islands; that upon the other hand 
no minister of religion shall be interfered with or molested 
in following his calling, and that the separation between 
state and church shall 1)0 real, entire^ and al)solute. 

It will be the duty of the commission to promote and 
extend, and, as they find occasion, to improve, the system 
of education already inaugurated by the military authori- 
ties. In doing this they should regard as of first impor- 
tance the extension of a system of primary education 
which shall be free to all, and which shall tend to fit the 
people for the duties of citizenship and for the ordinary 
avocations of a civilized community. This instruction 
should be given in the first instance in every part of the 
islands in the language of the people. In view of the 
great number of languages spoken by the different tribes, 
it is especially important to the prosperity of the islands 
that a common medium of communication may be estab- 
lished, and it is obviously desirable that this medium 
should be the English language. Especial attention 
should be at once given to aft'ording full opportunity to all 
the people of the islands to acquire the use of the English 
language. 
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It may be well that the main changes which should be T'^^tion. 
made in the system of taxation and in the body of the 
laws under which the people are governed^ except such 
changes as have already been made by the military gov- 
ernment, should l)e relegated to the civil government 
which is to be established under the auspices of the com- 
mission. It will, however, be the duty of the commission 
to inquire diligently as to whether there are any further 
changes which ought not to l)e delayed; and if so, tlicy are 
authorized to make such changes, subject to your ap- 
proval. In doing so they are to bear in mind that t^'^^^SuJontexafion"'^ 
which tend to penalize or repress industry and enterprise 
are to be avoided; that provisions for taxation sh<mld be 
simple, so that they may be understood l)y the people; 
that they should affect the fewest practicable subjects of 
taxation which will serve for the general distribution of 
the burden. 

The main body of the laws which regulate the rights ^^^^^^^ ^^y ^^ 
and obhgations of the people should ])e maintained with 
as little interference as possible. Changes made should 
be mainly in procedure, and in the criminal laws to secure 
speedy and impartial trials, and at the same time effective 
administration and respect for individual rights. 

In dealing with the uncivilized tribes of the islands ^Xl'"''''^'"^'^ 
the commission should adopt the same course followed 
by Congress in permitting the tribes of our Nortli Ameri- 
can Indians to maintain tlu^ir tribal organization and 
government, and imder whicli many of those tril)es are 
now living in peace and contentment, surrounchMl })y a 
civilization to which they are unable or unwilling to 
conform. Such tribal governments sliould, liowever, 
be subjected to w4se and firm regulation; ami, without 
undue or petty interference, constant and active effort 
should be exercised to prevent barbarous practice's and 
introduce civilized customs. 

Upon all officers and employees of the United States , J^^^^ ^^^^^: 
both civil and mihtary, should be impressed a sense ^^^• 
of the duty to observe not merely tlie material but the 
personal and social rights of the people of the islands, 
and to treat them with tlu^ same courtesy and respect 
for tlieir personal dignity which the people of tlie l-nited 
States are accustomed to require from each other. 

The articles of cajntulation of tlie city of Manila on^.^^^^^^^ ^^, 
the 13 til of August, 181)8, concluded with these words: »^^^- 

^^This city, its inhabitants, its churches and ixdigi()us^.-P^^^tec^^^^^^^ 
worship, its educational establishments, and its ])rivate 
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property of all descriptions, are placed under the special 
safeguard of the faith and honor of the American army." 
I believe that this pledge has been faithfully kept. 
As high and sacred an obligation rests upon tlie Govern- 
ment of tlie United States to give protection for property 
and life, civil and religious freedom, and wise, firm, and 
unselfish guidance in the paths of peace and prosperity 
Charge to the to all the people of the Philippine Islands. I charge 
this commission to labor for the full performance of this 
obligation, whicli concerns tlie lionor and conscience 
of their country, in the firm hope that through their 
labors all the inhabitants of the Pliilippine Islands may 
come to look back with gratitude to the day w^luni God 
gave victory to American arms at Manila and set their 
land under the sovereignty and the protection of the
